Electrical IvD>iinecriii|>! at the Ki'iiliu-kv 
State University at the tim" he enlisted. 
When President Wilson issued the call 
^r volunteers, Herndon took his cxaroi. 
Jblpns and passed and waa released 
from commeneemaat axarciaea of the 
University because be "Was uxloas to 
enlist and do his part insaviog America. 

He was first sent to Port Thomas, Ky 
for training, then to tlie barracks of 
WashiuRton I'niversitv. H ivuiy snc- 
cessfullv p isseil all of his t xami nations 
ttiere, he was later sent to France in 
October Mr. and Mrs. Herndon went 
to New York to see him before be left 
and the last thing he said to his mother 
' was that ha felt it his duty to go and 
aald "I tatistgo." 

Young Herndon wu vary popular 
among his colleagnea and in bis borne 
town He was an exceedingly hand 
soir.e yoiintc man and with his personal 
maguctisiii, his hi«h principles, his sin- 
cere devotion anil lo> altv to li s coun- 
try and to tiio r whom he loved, he won 
more friends than most youny men of 
his years are able to obtain.

Any mill, any nier 
chant, any faiiner, any consumer trou 
bled by a vexing technical regula- 
tion can get his troublea removed, oi 
•ettled, by going to the neareat county 
■eat. And the admlnlatrators without 
exception report m wilUngneaa to co- 
operate which la mot with •▼erywhere 

>"l( whMt to Moded. whMt will be 
Vklaed iB ajr eovBtjr, erea thovgh a 
'flunclsl loaa to •atmilad." to tho way 
one MImlatotrator put It to eonveraa 
tion roeoBtlr.

Something of that same spirit bai 
been manifested both by producers and 
consumers everywhere in Kentucky. 
Mr. Sackett was not at all aurpriaed 
at the composure with which the latest 
wheat-saving regulation was promul 
gated, for this very reason. The latest 
regulation says no person must eal 
more than six pounds of wheat a 
month, which is ouo and one-hall 
pounds a week. 

"And that means six pounds of all 
kinds of wheat products, too," one ad- 
ministrator explained. "It doesn't 
mean six pounds of bread, and then a 
'lof of macearoni and cakes and crack- 
1 'e^s. loo. It means six pounds of wheat 
^ products per person per month." 
Soldlera and their families must 
have bread. Wheat is the only bread- 
making product which can be sent to 
Europe now. Corn would gorminatt 
during tho long Jouniojr. American 
and AUlod Nldion atut Iwto wheal 
bread or qnit flchMat; hoaoo tho Food 
Admlntotrattoa haa aakod the people 
of KeBtaelqr to limit tiioBiol.T«o to ali 
pounds of wheat floor per month. 
Continue Wheatless Daya. 
Federal Food Administrator F. M 
Sack(!tl advises the conliiuianee ol 
■wl'.eatless days, "t'untinued observ 
ance of wheatleaa days ami meals will 
aid In keeping consumption down," 
Mr. Sackett said. "People are offered 
the alternative of aavlng wheat by 
doing without entirely on certalm dayi 
and meals, or by using less at all 
times, but I would rooomaoad both 
Bavlng wbeat^to a military noeosslt; 
and ladlTidual ooasamptloa must be 
hold to six pounds a montli U wo arc 
to wta tho war."
